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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a response to the amendment filed on January 7, 2005 which 
has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 2-32 are pending in the application. Claim 1 has been cancelled. 

-The objection to claims 1, 25 and 26 has been withdrawn due to the cancellation 
of claim 1 and the correction of grammar errors in claims 25 and 26. 

-The 102(b) and (e) rejections of claims 1,3-13 and 19-24 has been withdrawn 
due to the cancellation of claim 1 . Indicated allowable claim 2 has been amended with 
the limitations of claim 1 . Claim 2 is currently patentable over the prior art of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-32 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to 
provide for: 

-(as to claim 2) a power transmission having a first and second electric machine 
with a power rating equation using power inputted into the transmission, output to input 
speed at which the first machine has zero speed, output to input speed at which the 
second machine has zero speed and a ratio of electric input power to the first and 
second machine versus mechanical input power at the engine output shaft in 
combination with all the remaining limitations of claim 2. 

-(as to claim 25) a method for a hybrid operation in a power transmission system 
including a first and second electric machine and a first and second planetary unit 
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wherein a sun member of the first unit is coupled to the first machine and a sun member 
of the second unit is coupled to the second machine, generating power for the first 
machine from the engine output through the first unit and delivering the power to the 
second machine from the first machine in combination with all the remaining limitations 
of claim 25. 

-(as to claim 26) a method for a hybrid operation in a power transmission system 
including identifying an output drive shaft speed and driver inputs, calculating an engine 
output using the above and determining an engine operating point based on a 
performance objective in combination with all the remaining limitations of claim 26.
